Illiterate, But Not Dull 


Most ofthe Unlettered Slavs Are 
Mentally Very Alert 


Illiteracy in the Russian peasants 
and proletariat does not imply the 
inertia or backwardness expected of 
illiterates in countries where school 
facilities have. been provided. The 
typical Russian workman or peasant 
is illiterate only because he has nev- 
er had opportunity to learn to read 
or write. True, stupid faces may be 
seen among the idlers around — the 
railway stations; but the few people 
who have nothing more important to 
do than to loiter through the work- 
ing liours of the day cannot fairly be 
taken as representative of the intel- 
ligence of any community. 

Much more representative are the 
crowds who promenade the railway 
platforms after working hours in the 
evenings or on Sundays or holidays, 
and the groups to be seen working in 
the fields alongside of the railroad, 
who can be observed at. Icisure from 
the slowly moving train. Of the 
Russian country people in. general | 
think it can fairly be said that their 
faces and attitude indicate as high a 
degree of intelligence as is found 
among people of the same economic 
group in our own country. While 
often lacking: the ability to read and 
write, they are, I believe, much more 
accustomed to think than many an 
American who takes his opinion 
from his newspaper and has never 
indulged in sufficient reflection to de- 
velop any thought of his own. One 
can hardly conccive of a Russian 
who has not his own philosophy of 
life. 

And what of the children who will 
t become. the next generation of Rus- 
sian citizens, and who, it is to be 
hoped, will have the common school 


facilities which were denied to the 
great majority of the present Ru- 
sian men and women? Both in Pet- 
rograd and at towns along the 


Trans-Siberian railway I had oppor- 
tunity to use my few words of Rus- 
sian in conversation with native 
children and try the experiment of 
Iteaching them to count in English; 
and in all cases it seemed to me that 
the typical Russian child,” of poor 
and presumably illiterate parents, 
was quite as alert gaan 4 as child- 
‘ren of the sane age and bettter op- 
portunities in the United States.

“OTTAWA, May 6.—The budget de- 
bate in the commons is likely to be 
concluded Tuesday evening, but it will 
take a couple of additional ays to 
consider the details of the . taxation 
proposals in committee. It was au- 
thoritatively stated today that the op- 
position will not remove any amend- 
ment in regard to free agricultural im- 
plements or other matters at. the pres- 
ent stage of the discussion, bug it is 
not so certain what will happen when 


‘the details are being consideréd in 


committee. TDhe chief difference be- 
tween amendment in the house and 
committee Is that no req?ord is taken 
of standing votes in committee ana 
the divisions are not regarded as a 
challenge of the people of the lagis- 
lation. under consideration: —- 
An amendment in committee calling 
for free agmjcultural implements is 
now regarded a sbeing quite probadle, 
as well as other amendments. One 


opposition proposal has been that ‘the | 


fiew automobile tax. should not become 
immediately effective,-in erder to give 
dealers a chance of disposing of 
stocks on hand. An amendment may 
be moved along these lines. 

With morning’ sittings commencing 
Tuesday, business will be rushed and 
prorogation is hoped for before the 
week-end of next week.

Jt is a 
ood plan to put into the dust bath a 
ittle dry sulphur or ground tobacco,
